“Tus TRIBUNE'’s campaign for the relief

Chairman James E. Quan of the com- 
mission, before leaving for Springfield 
last night, announced that upon the re- 
ceipt of a petition for relief he will at 
once afrange a sitting of the commis- 
sion to be held in Chicago for the pur- 
pose of hearing testimony from users of 
street car lines. 

Legal notice of ten days must be given 
by the commission to the defendant after 
teceipt of the petition before hearings 
can be begun. It-is certain that by the 
time the investigation can be started 
& large number of witnesses will have 
been listed. 

Quan Outlines Procedure. 

Upon request of THz TRIBUNE Chair- 
Man Quan outlined the subjects which 
may properly be included in the petition 
of complaint. He stated the petition 
should be specific, giving actual cases of 
overcrowding on the respeotive lines. The 
wommission also may consider cases of 
bad ventilation, cold cars, lack of suffi- 
cent supervisors to handle the traffic, 
and irregularity in schedules. 

“We have ample jurisdiction in this 
kind of situation,” explained Chairmar 
Quan, “If, upon investigation, we find 
that the public is not getting the service 
that it is enttled to we can insist upon 
service.

A man, whose age was about 25, who 
,Was a member of the Catholic church, 
who wore good clothing, who probably 
was an officet of some Chicago club, and 
whose initials were “J. Z.," was shot 
and killed last night in lonely Cragin. 
“J. Z.’s” murderer—perhaps an enemy 


—escaped unseen. 

The shooting occurred at about 7:30 
o’clock at Kilbourne avenue and Nevada 
street. Three shots were fired. At least 


Torkelson, who found the body. 


Sees No One Near. 

Torkelson, who reached the corner less 
than a minute after the shots were fired, 
tolfi the Cragin police he had seen no 
other living person near the scene of the 
crime. To reporters the police told the 
same story, yet in the original message 
flashed in from the outlying station to 
headquarters it was said the shooting 
was done by “ two men, who escaped.” 

That robbery was the motive for the 
shooting is doubted, for on one of the vic- 
tim’s fingers was a diamond ring. There 
was a ruby pin in his tie and $29.14 in his 
pocket. If a holdup man shot “ J. Z..” 
the police point out, he must have been 
an amateur to have fled without seeking 
to profit by his crime, 


dropped over his collar, and was smooth 
shaven. He was about 5 feet 8 inches in 
height and weighed 160 pounds 

Hears Shot; Sees Body. | 

Torkelson was in his home at 4508 Ne- 
vada avenue when he heard the three 
shots. He ran out into the street, but at 
first saw no one, Then, as his eyes be- 
came accustomed to the darkness, he 
made out a shape lying on the sidewalk 
at the corner. 

By the time Torkelson reached the cor- 
ner the victim was dead. Torkelson tele- 
phoned the alarm to the police,

In the man’s pockets were found six- 
teen complimentary tickets for a dance in 
Schoenhofen hall at Milwaukee and Ash- 
land avenues on New Year's night by 
the “Lyric B. A.” ~ The organization 
proved to be the Lyric Benevolent asso- 
ciation. 

There was a meeting of the essocia- 
tion in progress in Schoenhofen ball when 
the police got into communication with 
the manager. In the midst of the sud- 
den absorbing speculation as to whom the 
gunman’s victiin might be, one of the 
members started for Cragin. But when 
he got there he could not identify the 
body. He had never seen the man be- 
fore, he told the police. 

“7, Z.” Initials in Hat. 

Clew No. 2 consisted of the initials in 
the man’s hat—a new one. The initials 
were “J. Z.” 

Clew No. 3 was a receipt showing that 
on Christmas day the murdered man 
bought a $53 diamond ring from A. Taft, 
a jeweler at 843 Milwaukee avenue, pay- 
ing $20 on account. But there was no 
name on the receipt save that of the 
jeweler, who could not be located, 

Clew No. 4 was & tailor’s tag in the 
brown suit worn by the man, showing it 
to have been made by MecGraw-Elz of 358 
Madison street. At the suggestion of 
Tum TRIBUNE Leonard A. MeGraw, head 
of the tailoring firm, started in a taxicab 
shortly after midnight from his home at 
4239 Kenmore avenue for his shop. He 
thought he might finda “J.Z.” among his

The tide has turned 
and conditions are already greatly im- 
proved over what they were six months 
ago, We are going to have the greatest 
period of prosperity we have ever seen, 

“ What effect has the railroad freight 
rate increase had in Chicago? Are the 
roads taking on more men?” he asked. 

“I am receiving reports from all over 
the country which show that the rate in- 
crease and the organization of the re- 
serve banks have done much toward 
steadying business conditions.” 


War in Some Ways a Benefit. 

‘How about the effect of the Euro- 
pean war?” he was asked. 

*“ Any war ig injurious to the world, yet 
we have reached the point where the 
present war is in some ways an actual 
benefit. Ever since it began we have un- 


‘leonsciously begun to economize, more 80 


than we did during the financial] strin- 
gency which preceded it. This saving of 
our capital resources is now resulting to 
our good, for we are in a position to go 
ahead with the expansion of our com- 
mercial enterprises. We can assist in the 
rebuilding of Europe, yet our greatest 
prosperity must come from the develop- 
ment of our own industries.”

Economic waste due to unemployment 
in Chicago during January, February, 
and March of 1915, will totel more than 
$17,973,700. The number of “ employable 
upemployed " will reach 129,000 men. 

These estimates are. contained tn the} 
unemployment report of the Chicago 
municipal markets commission made 
public yesterday. It will be presented to 
the city council tonight. 

One of the chief “ emergency ” recom- 
mendations is the appointment of an 
advisory committee of ten responsible 
business men, in accordance with the 
suggestion of THe TripuNngs. The three 
important remedies advocated by the re- 
port are an efficient municipal employ- 
ment agencf, public work for the unem- 
ployed, and unemployment insurance. 
These features of the report have been 
summarized by Henry M. Hyde in Tue 
TRIBUNE.

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WILSON SCORED 
ON WAR CHARGES 
AT BIG MEETING 


Three Thousand In Baltimore 
Show Pro- German 


Sentiments, 


Extremely bitter were the criticisms 
passed upon the national administration; 
by speakers at a big meeting held today 
under the auspices of the Independent 
Citizens’ union, and .which had been 
called tor the furtherance of American 
neutrality. A number of Irishmen were 
present, and ex-State Senator Peter 
Campbell, an Irishman, presided. 
Alphonse G. Koelble and John Deveri. 
both of New York, were the prominent 
speakers. Loca] speakers hammered the 
British without mercy and then attacked 
the president and secretary of state, who 
were, by inference, charged with ineffi- 
clency amd weakness. 


Pro-German Sentiment Rules. 

It was a distinctly pro-German gather- 
ing, and every reference to the opponents 
of the allies was heartily applauded. 

Mr. Koelble took for his text, “* Peace 
and Neutrality.” The war, he said, was 


one for dollars and cents, England want- 


ing to smash Germany so it could obtain 
the Teutons’ commerce. 

He then proceeded to criticise in turn 

the McKinley, Taft, and Wilson adminis- 
trations, all of which, he said, had played 
into the hands of Great Britain. Of the 
Wilson administration he said it had 
@itered to England right along, instanc- 
ing the suppression of the wireless sta- 
tion which Germany used and permitting 
England to use the cable without the 
messages being censored. 

There were over 3,000 persons at the 
meeting. Mayor Preston made an ad- 
dress, but he was careful to avoid par- 
tiality, saying that the United States 
owes 80 much both to the Germans and 
to the English that the strictest line of 
neutrality should be maintained. 

Resolutions were adopted calling upon 
congress to put a stop to exportation of 
munitions of war, 

Peace Congress Called For. 

New York, Dec. 27.—As one of the first 
eteps in a contemplated world-wide peace 
movement, resolutions asking the con- 
gress of the United States to call a world 
congreas at the clese of the war in Eu- 
rope were adopted at a meeting held in 
the Metropolitan temple here tonight, 

“We, assembled here tonight in the 
cause of peace,” the resolutions read, ‘‘do 
earnestly and prayerfully petition the con- 
gress of the United States to call a con- 
ference of the world’s nations at the close 
of the war to meet and take some adequate 
action respecting disarmament and the 
establishing of a court of arbitral justice 
and the creation of an international police 
foree able to enforce the decrees of the 
court and thus prevent a repetition of the 
horrors of war.” 

The meeting was called by the Interna- 
tional Peace forum,

If the Hendrys had wanted that sort of 
charity their case at some time in the last 
few months might have been bulletined 
something like this: 


WEST SIDE. 

Mrs. X—Married woman living 
alone in small flat in house on back 
lot, suffering from tuberculosis; 
husband also tubercular, in stage of 
disease so advanced he had to go to 
free sanitarium in Colorado. Need- 
ed: Wholesome food, medical at- 
tendamce, fresh air, sunlight—and a 
practical way to reunite couple. 


But the Hendrys didn't go to the United 
Charities for aid. They just waited for 
the city to build its sanitarium, and taey 
waited too long. 


Advised to Go to Colorado. 

Two years ago a physician advised the 
husband to go to Colorado, taking his 
wife, if possible. Mrs. Hendry's case, he 
pointed out, had not developed to a stage 
where a change of climate was vital. The 
doctor suggested that if Hendry could not 
or would not go to Colorado, he might 
have a good chance to recover in some 
local sanitarium, going through the cura- 
tive sanitarium routime daily for months. 

The doctor might as well have pre- 
scribed a voyage around the world as the 
months in the sanitartum. Nor did the 
Hendrys have money enough to carry 
beth to Colorado. The husband might 
have gone west alone, but he was no more 
eager for the separation than Rose. 

Some one told the Hendrys the city was 
going to build a free sanitarium soon, and 
they resolved to wait. 

Ordered Out at Once, 

Eight months ago Hendry saw the doc- 
tor again. 

“You get right out to Colorado,” or- 
dered the physician. “ You'l) die if you 
don't. It’s a matter of weeks now, I tell 
you. You're simply committing suicide 
by staying here." 

“ But the city is going-—”" began the 
sufferer. 

* You'd better not wait for anything the 
city is going to do,"’ interrupted the doc- 
tor. ‘ You get to Colorado as quick as 
you can.” 

So Hendry went. 

Three weeks ago Hendry came back to 
Chicago, a bit improved. 

From that day of his return Hendry 
began to fail rapidly. He told his wife 
he feared he could not wait for the city 
to act. 

* But I can’t bear to be separated fron: 
you again,” said Rese. “It would kill 
me.”’ 

Takes Him to 

Nevertheless, after a ference with 
the doctor, Rose changed her mind. . She 
told Hendry it would be better for him, 
perhaps, to go back to Colorado. Sat- 
urday she took him te the train, 

Again, when she got back to the house 
on the back lot, Rose refused a parental 
invitation to go to live in the house that 
faced the street. Yesterday morning 
Rose was not stirring at the usual time, 
Her brother-in-law, George Hendry, 
walked across to the back lot house to see 
if anything was wrong.

LONDON, Dec. 27.—Assisted by light 
cruisers, destroyers, and submarines, 
seyen British naval airmen, piloting sea- 
planes, made a daring attack Christmas 
day on the German naval bese at Cux- 
haven, at the mouth of the.

Six of the airmen returned safely, but 
the seventh, Commander Hewlett, son of 
Maurice Hewlett, the novelist, it is 
feared, has been lost, as his machine was 
found off Helgoland wrecked.

AUSTRIANS BACK; 


HOLD GERMANS 


Czar’s Troops Advance in Ga- 
lila; Artillery Buel on 
Warsaw Line, 


LONDON, Dec. 27.—In Poland, where 
the Russian emperor hae joined Grand 
uke Nicholas at the Russian army 
headquarters, the German attacks on the 
Bsura and Rawka rivers are being made 
elmeost exclugively with artillery, while 
an offensive im force has been assumed 
further south along the River Pilica, 
where hard fighting continues. Both sides 
claim to have inflicted heavy losses on 
their opponents. 

The Russians epparentiy. have again 
gained agscendency over the Austrians in 
South Poland and.Galicia. The Austrians 
themselves admit the loss of the towns of 
Jamie and Krosno on the South Galician 
railway, which their army from across 
the Carpathians recaptured a week or 
more ago. 

The Russian report tonight is the rec- 
ord of a series of victories from middle 
Poland to the foothills of the Carpathi- 
ans. Today’s report alone records the 
capture of 18,500 prisoners and a number 
of guns. 

Unless some prisoners have beeri count- 
ed more than once the Russians, accord- 
ing to their own accounts, have taken 
$0,000 Austrian prisoners since they re- 
sumed the offensive. 


Russian Official Statement. 
PETROGRAD, Dec. 27,—The following 
official communication was issued today 


| from the Russian general headquarters: 


“ During Dec. 26 the fighting along the 
lines of the Bzura and Rauka rivers was 
confined in general to artillery fire. We 
have repulsed various attacks by the Ger- 
mans. 

“Along the lower course of the Nida 
river we ousted towards evening of Dec. 
25 from the village of Wislica the Aus- 


| trians, who had obstinately defended it 


and who attempted to fortify themselves 
on the left bank of the Nida. We then 
drove the Austrians beyond that river. 

** South of Vistula, in the region of Tar- 
now, in Galicia, on Dec. 25 we drove back 
the Austrians from the Tuchow-Oipiny 
line. The enemy abandoned ten rapid- 
firers and we took férty-three officers and 
more than 2,500 soldiers prisoners. 


Austrians Everywhere Repulsed. 

* The next day we continued the pursuit 
of the Austrians, who retreated in disor- 
der. We captured eight more machine 
guns and about 1,000 prisoners. We occu- 
pied the heights near Sizdlizka, on the left 
bank of the Biala river. 

“Tn the direction of Dukla, in the Car- 
pathians, there were engagements on Dec. 
23 and 26, and the Austrians, driven from 
the Zmigrod-Dukla line, are in full re- 
treat. In the latest encounters in this re- 
gion the Austrians suffered enormous 
losses and left in our hands as prisoners 
more than 10,000 men.” 


Austrian Official Statement. 

VIENNA, Dec. 27. The folliowing offi- 
cial communication was issued tonight: 

“ The situation in the Carpathians is un- 
changed. The Russian offensive between 
Rymahow and Tuchow forced our troops 
to fall back a short. distance in the dis- 
trict before the Galician Carpathians.

Great Headquarters of the German 
Armies, Dec. 10.—They have a saying in 
Germany that the location of great head- 
quarters, where the emperor spends much 
of his time, is ‘‘ everybody's secret.” Few 
“ secrets " of that nature have ever been 
so Uttle discussed. ; 

An officer home on furlough mey tell 
his wife the name of the town where 


general headquarters is and she may tell 


ther best friend. The rich merchant or 


the leading manufacturer in many a pro- 
vincial city knows the name of that town 
and may let it slip out in conversation, 
but ‘if he does nobody at the table is 
supposed to notice the slip. Many Amer- 
ican consuls and members of their staffs 
could name the town for you, but they 
don’t—not even mentioning it in their re- 
ports to the state department. 

When I left great headquarters a few 
days ago to spend an evening in another 
city an official American in that city 
sald: “I know where you heave been. 
How goes everything there?" | 

“With the utmost precision,” 

plied. 
“I think I know the name of the place,” 
said the American, adding, “ but I am 
not going to ask you. That is one of 
the things that is not done.” 

Nor does anybody ask. 


Apologizes for Guesses. 

A German consular attaché was most 
eager to know the name of the town, not 
because it would do him any good, but 
from a natural curiosity. He made 
some velled guesses which were all 
wrong, but he would not ask the ques- 
tion point blank. A moment later he 
apologized for even making the guesses. 

Since the outbreak of the war great 
headquarters has moved twice. At first 
it was in Coblentz and the emperor lived 
in the old episcopal palace which was 
built for the soldier-archbishop of Clem- 
ens Wenceslaus in the last quarter of 
the eighteenth century and which was 
occupied sixty years ago by the em- 
peror’s grandfather when he was Prince 
of Prussia and military governor of the 
Rhine province. It was likewise a fa- 
vorite residence of the Grand Empress 
Augusta, the emperor’s grandmother, 
who had a great affection for the beau- 
tiful city of Coblentz. 

After Coblentz great headquarters 
moved on into the grand duchy of Lux- 
embourg. 


Now in French Town. 

At present it is—well, not in Germany— 
hor yet in Luxembourg, but in a hand- 
some and interesting French town on a 
beautiful river. To it the empress came 
from Berlin a few days ago to spend 
her Sith birthday with the emperor. The 
papers made much of the anniversary in 
a congratulating way, but not one dis- 
patch contained even a remote reference 
to the place where the reunion was cele- 
brated. 

Although a correspondent learns at 
great headquarters little about plans or 
movements—nothing, indeed, that is not 
given out by official bulletins to the 
whole empire—he nevertheless finds it 
the most fascinating place In Europe to- 
day, because it epitomizes the German 
passion for .system/and the German 
genius for bringing order out of chaos. 
For here in this French provincial town, 
where the French engineers had blown 
up every bridge and where they had re- 
duced ‘the great railway tunnel to utter 
ruin the German system is operating like 
clockwork. And going busily about his 
task here is every kind of German work- 
man from a German emperor to a Ger- 
man bookbinder. “a 

Sven Hedin says that of all these work- 
men the emperor keeps the longest 
hours. 


Germans Feed French. 

German bakers are baking, and a lafge 
part of their daily output goes to feed 
the destitute French in the town. Ger- 
man bridge builders are building bridges 
of wood to take the place of the stone 
structures destroyed by the French when 
they fell back from this place. 

The German engineers took one grieved 
look at the railway tunnel, which the 
French had blown up, and decided that 
It would be quicker to dig it out from the 
top instead of from each end. So they 
have dug downward from the summit of 
the considerable hill which the origina! 
tunnel penetrated, and that work Hes 
been done in “a series of beautifully 
graded terraces designed to prevent the 
caving in ¢f the new walls.

_ Prefecture a Busy Place. 

The prefecture, where the minister of 
war, the general staff, and scores of sec- 
retaries, clerks, and stenogragters from 
Berlin are housed, is pulsing with the 
business of an empire in a life and death 
struggle, and yet it is ae quietasa church. 

Everything which could possibly pro- 
voke inquiry is either listed or placarded, 
As the tomobile glides over the new 
bridges you seel Meshiy painted sign- 
boards reading: *‘ Nach Sedan," “‘ Nach 
Rocrol,”” “ Nach Meubeuge,”’ the words 
always: underscored by black arrows. 

Sometimes the soldiers whizzing by in 
automobiles require only general direc- 
tions or points of the compass to show 
them their way, and #o, in order that they 
shall not have to siow up to read signa, 
largé arrows of red and blue are painted 
on garden walia or the sides of buildings. 

Thus the German soldiery does not have 
to ask of the French population even so 
much as the way to the next town. 


Like Peace Time Activity. 
In newly constructed sheds German 


-blaeksmithe are shoeing German horses. 


In boothe that have been installed under 
the archway of an old French courtyard 
German soldiers are issuing German 
chocolate and German field postcards to 
other German soldiers. In a large, well 
lighted room of the prefecture German 
bookbinders with their paste pote and 
knives and needles and binders’ thread 
are binding up bundles of German re- 
ports and orders and statements, some 
of which are intended for distribution 
in neutral countries. In the railway sta- 
tion German cooks are preparing Ger- 
man Gishes. In the main dining room of 
the station, the walls of which are 
adorned with frescoes containing the 
arms of this ancient French city, you 
hear orders taken in German. You are 
surprised. But look more sharply at the 
linen jacket and white apron of the weiter 
and you will see underneath the gray 
cuffs and trousers of a German soldier's 
uniform. 

Walk across the plaza from the eta- 
tion, and around the corner, and you pass 
the villa occupied by the secretary of the 
German foreign office and his staff. At 
the end of a long, quiet corridor in the 
prefecture is the suite of the German 
minister of war. On the streets German 
rrincelings, German generals, and Ger- 
man notables from civil life who have 
come to spend''a day as guests of the em- 
peror, are so numerous that the looker- 
on finds it difficult even to keep track of 
their names, 

The place ia lesa like a camp than a cap- 
ital, and though it ts full of soldiers 
everything moves so methodically that 
the impression you get is not of soldiers 
at the fromt put of business men in uni- 
form. 

Bulletins Given Out. 

In a quiet inner office of the prefecture 
statements sent in by telephone and tele- 
graph concerning operations on the cast 
and west fronts are being condensed into 
terse bulletins marked “ amtlich " (offi- 
clal), and before evening these will be re- 
leased to every part of the German empire 
and will appear under the familiar date 
line: 

“WTB Groszes Hauptquartier, 2 Nov., 
yorm, (Telegr.) Amtiich.” 

Sometimes theee bulletins are of the 
briefest, saying only, for example, ‘ His 
majesty, the emperor, is now in the enat- 
ern theater of war.” 

But it happens that today the emperor 
is in residence at great headquarters. The 
red brick villa where has has established 
himself is the most commodious house in 
town and is surrounded by well kept 
lawns and gardens. With its gray stone 
copings, stone steps, and elaborate brick 
work it recalls the kind of house that “ the 
richest man in our town” used to build 
fifty or sixty years ago in the thriving 
American cities of the middle west. 

On the opposite side of the street is a 
narrow strip of park a quarter of a mile 
jong. It contains a statue or two and a 
pavilion where a French regimental band 
gave concerts in the summertime. Now 
German sentries are stationed there. 


Officers Dine at Plaza. 

On the other side of this park is the 
paved plaza of the railway bulldings. The 
plaza is nearly deserted. At meal time, 
however, the plaza will be livelier, for 
officers will be entering and leaving the 
big dining room marked ‘‘ Reserved for 
officers.”’

Attacks and° Counters by Ger- 
‘mans Result in Little 
Change In Positions,

LONDON, Dec. 27.—The allies are con- 
tinuing thefr vigorous offensive warfare 
along the whole of the western front, but 
their attacks and the counter attacks_by 
the Germans have resulted in little net 
change in the positions held by the 
armies. . 

The latest official statement issued by 
the war department in Paris said: 

“ After having all lest night directed a 
sharp artillery and infantry fire against 
our troops stationed at La Boiseele and in 
the adjabent trenches, the enemy deliv- 
ered two consecutive attacks without suc- 
“ We hold strongly the trenches cap- 
tured near Puigaleine. On the heights of 
the Meuse we have consolidated ourjoccu- 
pation of the ground taken near the 


trench of Garonne. 


“St. Die has been bombarded violently.”’ 


Repulse Germans at Perthes. . 
An earlier statement dealing with the 


fighting yesterday sald: 
“In the valley of the Aisne and in 


Champagne artillery duels continued. In 


the region of Perthes the enemy, after a 


violent bombardment of the trenches 


which he had lost, attempted a violent 
counter attack, which was repulseé by 
the fire of our artillery and infantry. 

“In the Argonne there was slight prog- 
ress to the south of St. Hubert. One 
company gained between 100 and 200 
yards, We bombarded a ravine, forcing 
the enemy to evacuate several trenches. 
Between the Meuse and Moselle to the 
east of St. Mihiel two German attacks 
against the fortifications of the burned 
woods were repulsed. 

“ A dirigible dropped a dozen bombs on 
Nancy in the center of the city and with- 


out military reason. Our aviators in 


contrast bombarded the aviation han- 
gars of Frescar, one of the railroad sta- 
tions of Metz, where movements of trains 
were noted, and the barracks of St. Privat 
at Metz. :

New York, Dec. 27.—Remarkable prog- 
rese in the work of getting food, cloth- 
ing, and medical supplies to the suffering 
Belgians is shown in the first official re- 
port of the commission for relief in Bel- 


gium which was received here today from 


the headquarters in London. 

It tabulates the work up to Dec. 7, at 
which time fourteen relief shipe had ar- 
rived in Rotterdam, bearing cargoes to- 
taling 81,881 tons, valued at $1,617,693. 

At that time the contents of these ships 


had been delivered to the people in eleven , 


provinces and eight large cities. 

In addition to these cargoes the report 
says eighteen lighters have been loaded 
in Holland with food loaned by the 
Dutch government for immediate relief.

“The vice commission has demon- 
strated its right to the name. Vice is its’ 
proper namé. It has brought on a verita- 
-ble reign of terror. 
‘‘'The Morals court is based on notions 
of the sixteenth century, when authority 
ruled over individual rights, and not of 
the twentieth century, when people are 
supposed to think for themselves and to 
reguiate their own morals. Any legisla- 
tive body or any court which invades the 
rights of the individual is itself immoral.”’ 
After laying down the fundamental 
principle that no tribunal has a right to 
sit in judgment on questions of morals, 
she particularized as to the fitness of Chi- 
cago Officials to exercise the right, even if 
the principle of right were accepted.

GOOD WORK REWARDED

Washington, D. C., Dec. 27.—[Special.}— 
If the postoffice appropriation bill as it 
now stands in the house is enacted into 


Chicago postoffice, all of which will bene- 
fit the employés there. 

The most changes will come in the su- 
pervisory positions, which will be reclas- 
sified along lines suggested by Represen- 
tative Madden of Chicago, a Republican 


‘member of the committee. 


The measure proposes a reclassification 
of the supervisory grades according to 
the receipts of the office. As the re- 
ceipts at Chicago are the largest in the 
country, there will be the largest benefit 
to the employés there. At the present 
time the Chicago postoffice receipts rep- 
resent about one-twelfth of the income 
of the entire postoffice department. 


Madden Talks of Change. 
_ In discussing the changes in the law 
which .will be made with the enactment 


“The bill proposes to classify super- 
visory officers (the men who manage), 
end increases the compensation of these 
men so that such men aa the superinten- 
dent of delivery and the superintendent 
of mails in the Chicago office will receive 
$3,500 annually instead of $3,200, and men 
below this rank will have equal oppor- 

tunities for promotion. eS 

“ While Chicago has only one postoffice 
officially, it has fifty-one in fact, for there 
ere many stations throughout the city, 
aehe of which is equal to a postoffice in 
many of our larger cities. These stations 
are managed by superintendents who are 
responsible and report to the postmaster. 
“ The salaries of these men range from 
$1,300 to $2,000. The pending bill makes 
it possible for them to go up as high as 
$2,600, depending upon the receipts of the 
office which they are charged with, the 
responsibility of superintending, and the 
number of men in such office. 


Help for Special Clerks. 
“In the special clerks class the num- 
ber is to be decided by the receipts also, 
and in the future it will be possible for 
this class of clerks to receive compensa- 
tion ranging from $1,300 to $2,000 instead 


“ The Chicago office employs about 7,000 
men and promotions in that office will

“It is also proposed to make the work 
of the clerks and carriers and the railway

—The house committee on naval affaires 
expecta to submit its report on the naval 
building program for the coming fiscal 
year soon after congress reconvenes.

$145,000,000. Last year $140,238,716 was 
allowed, exclusive of the $4,435,000 appro- 
priated from the proceeds of the sale of 
the battleships Idaho and Mississippi.

INSPIRATORY EXPERIMENTS. 

N a recent set of experiments Dr, 

Thomas Crowder of the Pullman com- 

‘pany undertook to discover how much 

of the air taken in at one inspiration 

is the air breathed out with the next 
preccding expiration. The results of his 
experiments show us at least a part of the 
reason one feels better in the morning 
after a night's sleep in the open air. 

That one does feel better thousands tes- 
tify to. Furthermore, the testimony goes 
to show that the nearer one comes to 
sleeping entirely in the open the bettcr 
he feels. Sleeping in a room with the 
windows open is good, but it falle a little 
short of the maximum. 

Thousands of persons have testified to 
these facts, as they were established by 
the sense of well-being. About the only 
way of measuring the effects of ventila- 
tion is by the feel of those affected. Stazt-

The Teutonic order, which must not be 
confounded with the Sovereign Order of 
St. John of Jerusalem, commonly known 
as the Order of the Knights of Malta, was 
founded in 1112 by the Crusader King 
Henry of Jerusalem, afterwards Emperor 
Henry VI. of Germany, after the siege 
of Acre. Its statutes were framed on 
the model of those of the Knights of 
St. John and it was decreed that the 
members should be restricted exclusively 
to the Teutonic or German nation, which 
had sustained great losses at the siege 
of Acre, 

Pope Celestine commanded that they 
should be styled Knights of St. Mary— 
whence their name of “Marianer-Ritter,”’ 
sometimes used in lieu of the more usual 
Cesignation—and that they should be 
clad in white and wear a large black cross 
on their habits, mantles, standards and 
arms, in lieu of the white cross worn 
by the Knights of St. John.

Their first station was at Acre, After 
the loss of the Holy Land they removed 
to Venice, and thence to Germany, de- 
voting themseives to the extension of 
the boundaries of Christianity.

DEFINING PARTNERSHIP AND 
CO-PARTNERSHIP. 
Chicago, Dec. 22.--[To the Legai Friend 
of the People.]—Kindly advise me what 
{is the difference between a partnership 


and a co-partnership. Also what is the 


difference between a co-partnership and 
a corporation. Is a co-partner liable for 
all debts of the co-partnership or is he 
just Hable for the amount he has invest- 
ed? J.J. M. 

** Partnership "' and ‘‘ co-partnership"’ are 
different names for the same thing, ‘‘ partner- 
ship’ being the more usual! expression. 

A partner is individually liable for all of the 
debts of a partnership, regardiess of the 
amount which he has invested, unless a lim- 
ited partnership has been created by comply- 
ing with law requiring publication of notice 
and recording of the partnership agreement 
with the county recorder. Lf this has been 
done the limited, or special, f&rtners are only 
Hable for the specified portion of the partner- 
ship indebtedness. 

One of the principal distinctions between 
a corporation and a partnership is that the 
Vability of the stockholder In a corporation 
is limfed to the par value of the stock held by 
him, and where this stock has been fully paid 
for the stockholder has no personal liability for 
the debts of the corporation.

The law in question provides that every per 


son, firm, or company whose business it ists - 


negotiate purchases or sales of stocks, boads, 
exchange, bullion, coined money, bank netea 
promissory notés, or other securities, for them. 
selves or others, shail be regarded as a broker 
and as such pay a tax of $30. 

The interna] revenue bureau nas mused that 
real estate agents engaged in negotiating sales 
of real estate on a commission do not need te 
pay this tax unless they engage in negotiating 
the purchase or sale of promissory notes, mort- 
gages, and the like, in which event the ta 
must be paid. 

No tax need be pald where the representative 
of a land company makes a sale of land where 
the sale is made on behalf of and through the 
home office. But where the agent or repre 
sentative acts independently of the homeofiice 
in negotiating the purchase or sale of notes 
etc., as above set out, then the tax must be 
paid.

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DAVIES REPORTS 
UNDER HIS EYES 


Commissioner of Corporations 
Tells Work In Last Year 
of Bureau's Life, 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 27.—Commis- 
sioner Joseph E. Davies made to Secre- 
tary of Commerce Redfield today the last 
report of the bureau of corporations. At 
the close of eleven years’ work the bureau 
soon is to be absorbed by the new federal 
trade commission, which will carry for- 
ward its activities and develop new fields, 
according to the act of congress which 
created it. 

That immediately upon the organization 
of the new trade commission there will 
be available for its use not only a large 
amount of valuable data but a cohesive 
and efficient body of employés trained in 


~~ Lae 
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production, wholesale distribution, and 
pri¢es in the lumber industry, as well a¢ 
the restilts of a special investigation into 
the shingle and lumber industry of the 
state of Waehingtom wae made public. , 
At present the full force of special 
agents, attorneys, statisticlans, and other 
employés are exerting every effort to com- 
plete the remaining work of the bureau 
before the organization of the trade wes 
mission. Final reports on the tobacco 
industry, on farm machinery associations, 
on state corporate taxation, and on com- 
petitive conditions in the retail lumber 
trade are to be issued in the immediate 


future. 
Spécial Reports Soon. 

Special reports on the fertilizer industry 
and on the investigation made under the 
resolution of the senate regarding certain 
alleged discriminations in the Oklahoma 
oll fields are being brought into shape for 
publication. The investigation which the 
bureau has been making into the ¢co- 
nomic character and facts of the system 
of resale price maintenance—the practice 
of manufacturers and distributers to fix 
prices at which retailers or other dealers 
in their products shall sell to consumers 
or other purchases—is rapidly advancing. 
- The investigation being made into the 
divergence in state laws relating to for- 
eign corporations, with the purpose of 
obtaining a more uniform system, with 
its attendant benefit to the business world 
and to the public, is nearing completion. 

In the eleven years’ work of the bureau 
of corporations it has made over forty 
reports on the various investigations of 
the largest industries in the country and 
in addition has been of assistance to other 
branches of the government service and 


the specialized kind of work which the 
commission will carry on is made evident 
in the report. . 
The report reveals the bureau of cor- 
porations to be rapidly completing in- 
vestigations on which it has been engaged, 
with the purpose of making thé bureau 
force available at once for the work of 
the commission. : 
General Survey Made. — 
During the last few monthe a general 
comprehensive survey has been made by 
‘the buredii of the whole industrial field, 
with a view to having immediately avail- 
able to the commiesion, if needed, the 
general facts of the processes of manu- 
facture, organization, and dominant 
financial Gontrol in any line of industry. 
A latge card index system showing 
the directors of the principal industrial, 
railroad, and public utility corporations, 
insurance companies, and banks has been 
completed in line with this purpoee. 
This preliminary work has revealed that 
there are approximately 6,500 corpora- 
tions, exclusive of those under the juris- 
diction of the interestate commerce com- 
mission, which have a capital stock or 
bonded and other indebtedness amount- 
> ing to $1,000,000 or over, and which are 
engaged in interstate commerce, in addi- 
tlon to many smaller corporations which 
will likewise come within the jurisdiction 
of the commission. ae 
Makes Number of Investigations.

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BUDGET PLAN BEATEN, 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNNYIG. 
Washington, D. C., Dec, 27.—[f ecial.} 
~Boonomy in governmental expenditures 
has been thrown to the winds by the ad- 
minietration and in congress. 

Not only are the Democratic leaders 
preparing to appropriate millions more 
than ever before, but they have aban- 
doned any intention of establishing a 
budget system of scientific apportionment 
of funds. 

When the administration presented its 
estimates of expenditures for 1916 on Dec. 
tT the figures showed a deficit of nearly 
$60,000,000 in the next fiscal year. The 
Democrats, however, pointed to the fact 
that the appropriations proposed were 
$18,000,000 less than were submitted to 
the previous session of congress. During 
the last fortnight the administration 
has submitted supplemental estimates 
amounting to nearly $44,000,000, so that 
the total is brought up to $1,135,115,146, or 
$26,000,000 in excess of the amount asked 
of congress appear ago. 

Nine Committees in Power. 

The Democratic leaders in the house 
contemplate no move at this session 
toward reforming the haphazard eppro- 
priation system whereby nine’ commit- 
tees of codrdinate jurisdiction frame the 
supply bills independently and without 
check. 

There is pending before the rules com- 
mittee of the house a proposal by Chair- 
man Fitzgerald of the appropriations 
committee to give the latter body con- 
| trol of the framing of the supply meas- 

ures. He suggests the enlargement of 
the appropriations committee so as to 
permit the inclusion therein of a repre- 
sentation of the other eight committees 
which now frame appropriation bills. 

Mr. Fitzgerald will reintroduce a re- 
vised form of this proposal after con- 
gress reconvenes, but he will not urge 
action upon it at this session. 


Methods Used Are Shiftless. 
Tt is safe to say that there is not a tax- 
_ peyer in the country who would tolerate 
in his own business the shiftless methods 
of disbursement sanctioned by congress. 
Nine out of ten people would be shocked 
by a revelation in detail of the manner in 
which their money is expended by their 
public servants. | 

In the first place congress proceeds upon 
the theory that it is at liberty to expend 
the entire revenue of the government. Not 
| until the prospective revenue appears in- 

sufficient is a check upon expenditures 

called into action, Then arises the ques- 
tien whether to curtail expenditures or 
increase taxation, with the decision gen- 
efally favoring the latter. 


Treasury Does No Scaling. 

If the total estimates of the needs of the 
departments are within the total esti- 
mated revenue, the secretary of the treas- 
ury submits the proposals to congress 
without further question. So long as 
there appears to be money enough in 
sight to meet all the requirements of the 
departments there is no co6érdination of 
Proposed expenditures by the several 
branches of the administration. 

Each department may run its esti- 
mates ag high as it wishes, within the 
brovisions of the law, without hindrance 
from any administrative authority so 
long as there is money enough to go 
eround. shells

FACES A REVOLT 
IN ‘SOLID SOUTH’ 


President’s Rule Called a 
Failure by Gov. Col-— 
quitt of Texas. 


1916 SUCCESS AT STAKE, 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 27,—[Special. }— 
Is the Democratic party losing ite grip 
on the “solid south’? Republicans and 
Progressives think so and likewise a sur- 
prising number of Democrats, 

That a widespread split in the present 
dominant party is likely to develop from 
the revolt against the Wilson adminis- 
tration, which appears to be developing 
in the south, ig the opinion of many ob- 
servers here, 

It is believed to be because of these 
signs of dissatisfaction in Democratic 
states that senators of the president's 
party have been encouraged to defy the 
appointing power as they have done in 
causing the rejection of two nominations 
within the last fortnight. More recess 
appointments by the president are sched- 
uled for rejection this week. 


Colquitt’s Criticism Justified. 

There was a good deal of discussion of 
this question among politicians here to- 
day. It was occasioned by the publica- 
tion of a comprehensive condemnation of 
the Wilson administration put forth by 
Gov. Colquitt of Texas. Members of the 
Texas delegation, all Democrats, said to- 
day that the governor's opinions repre- 
gent pretty accurately the sentiment pre- 
vailing in that state. 

Gov. Colquitt declared thet “ unless 
conditions change the Wilson adminis- 
tration will go down in history as the 
greatest failure this country has ever 
known.” The governor sharply crit- 
iciged the president for his failure “ te 
aid the cotton growers of the south,” and 
also condemned his Mexicam policy. 

Gov. Colquitt predicted the defeat of the 
Democratic party at the polls two years 
hence. “unless a remarkable change in 
the methods of the administration takes 
place.” 


1916 Outlook Threatened.

BAR PERMIT BILL 


Foes and Friends of Special 
License Measure Ask 
~ for More Time, 


MISS VITTUM AGITATES. 


No vote will be taken at the council 
meeting tonight on the amendatory ordi- 
Rance regulating special bar permits. 
An armistice has been declared. 

The council health committee reported 
the ordinance in two weeks ago. Both 
sides have requested more time, and Ald. 
Willis O. Nance, chairman of the health 
committee, amnounced yesterday he 
would postpone asking the passage of 
the ordinance for a week. 

The proposed regulation would make the 
1 o'clock closing hour applicable to spe- 
cial bar permits, The present ordinance 
allows the operation of such bars till 3 
o'clock in the morning. 


Vice Foes Back Measure. 
The vice commission, the Woman's City 
club, and other civic organizations are 
making an active campaign in behalf of 
the new ordinance. They say the chances 
for evil between 1 and 3 are greater than 
during any other period of the day. 

The United Societies and similar or- 
ganizations are making strong efforts to 
defeat the measure. Members of the 
council have been flooded with letters 
and telephone calls from ‘' wets” decry- 
ing the proposed “curtailment of per- 
sonal liberty.” 

One letter was sent out by the Bottle 
Beer and Liquor Wagon Drivers and 
Helpers. It was signed by James T. Pat- 
terson, business agent. 


Called Class Legislation. 
“We protest,’ the letter says, “ be- 
cause such an ordinance would consti- 
tute rank class legislation. The prohibi- 
tion woul@ extend only to those who had 
not the means to have clubhouses or to 
rent ballrooms in fashionable hotels.’’ 


Mr. Patterson expresses the hopethat
